Thoroughfare Between Clearfield Bor- 


ough and Glen Richey Being Given 
Attention—Activities of the High- 
way Department in Other Sections 
of the County—No Resurfacing at 
Present. 


Harrisburg, Ji»ly 25—The ten days 


that have passed since it was decided 
that the 
automobile license 
fund 


should be turned over "to the state 
highway department for maintenance 
and repair of roads have demonstrat- 
ed that the amount of work necessary 
to put the highways in good shape 
far exceeds expectations. Nearly 4000 
men have been laboring at top speed 
all over the state, and, while great im- 
provement has been noticed in the 
condition of the roads, officials of the 
state highways 
department assert 


that it will be several weeks before a 
general idea can be gained of the 
vast amount of work that is being 
done. The fiscal officers of the com- 
monwealth, after prolonged litigation 
in which they were defeated, agreed 
pay over to the state highway com- 
missioner 
the 
automobile license 


funds necessary to insure good roads 
throughout the state. The amount in- 
volved in the 1914 fund was approxi- 
mately $1,150,000 remained from the 
unexpended portion of the 1913 funds. 


No Resurfacing at Present. 


In view of the lateness of the sea- 


son and the vast amount of work to 
be done in filling up holes, cleaning 
out ditches, culverts, and gutters, and 
shaping up and rolling the higways, 
the state ighway department has de- 
cided not to begin resurfacing on 
state highways until the general con- 
dition of the roads has been improv- 
ed. A fact not generally understood 
is that the automobile license money 
is the only fund available for repair- 
ing, maintenance or construction of 
state highways. 
There is an unex- 


pended balance of about $25,000 for 
the maintenance and repair of state 
aid highways and the state highway 
department has heen working on these 
roads. 


From time to time additional au- 


thorizations will be made by the main- 
tenance division for repairs on these 
roads. On many of these state-aid 
highways the repairs are extensive, 
including resurfacing with bitumin- 
ous material and a practical recon- 
struction of the road to secure a bet- 
ter and more lasting highway. 


Work in Clearfield County. 


In the district comprising Centre, 


Clearfield, Clinton and Indiana coun- 
ties maintenance work aggregating 
$10,384.69 has been autho-ized to date 
this year. 
In Clearfield county $200 


is being expended in maintenance 
work extending from the borough line 
of Clearfield to the intersection of 
the road with Glen Richey. In Sandy 
township, Clearfield county, $200 was 
expended on the 12,300 feet of mac- 
adam road running from DuBois bor- 
ough to Brady township line, kn",wn 
as the Brady road. In Deoatur town- 
ship, Clearfield county, fe41.76 is need- 
ed for repairs on the 14,045 feet of 
macadam road commencing at JIo- 
5-hannon, near Philipsburg, and ex- 
tending out the old Erie pike to a 
point near Graham station, on the 
road to Blue Bal. The road running 
from Woodland,at Pennsylvania rail- 
road to Lawrence township, through 
Bradford township, Clearfield county, 
a distance of 21,352 feet of brick and 
telford macadam 
construction, will

Roads Consolidating Trains.

Higher Fares Indicated. 


What is believed to be a step to- 


ward higher passenger fares in this 
country was taken by the interstate 
commerce, commission at Washington, 
D. C., when, in a decision on a formal 
complaint, a declaration was 
made 


that a passenger who thinks a rate he 
hr.s paid is too high must show that 
the rate is unreasonable before he can 
attack part of it. Hans Trier attack- 
ed a rate of $11.50 which ho paid for 
a ticket from Clinton, I;>.,to llenning, 
Minn., via St. Paul, Minn. The Clin- 
ton-St. Paul rate is published separ- 
ately. 
Trier found that by milling 


the Minnesota statutory mileage rate 
to the St. Paul rate the result would 
be a combination $1.60 less than he 
paid. 
Commissioner Daniels, who 


wrote ' the opinion, pointed out that 
the commission has no jurisdiction 
over the Minnesota leg of the jour- 
ney and that in the absence of a show- 
ing that $11.50 is too high for such 


a journey, the passenger is not en- 
titled to suggest that the state rate 
should be used as a factor in making 
up the fare for an interstate journey. 
Daniels holds an interstate fare to be 
indivisible, except for the purpose of 
enforcing the long and short clause 
of the law.

NAPS HANDICAPPED 


BY GREAT BLUNDER 


Refusal to Keep Falkenbmg on 


Pitching Staff is Costly 


<By International News Service.)

v New York, July 25—This is a story 
of how the 1914 pennant chances of 
the Cleveland American league team 
were practically wrecked by cupidity 
that resulted in saving about $1000. 


It is a story, too, of how Charles W. 


Somers, 
the 
Cleveland 
magnate, 


stands to suffer a loss of $100,000 
t hisseason instead of making a 
profit of from $100,000 to $300,000,all 
because he wanted to dole out a small 
reward to a pitcher whose brilliant 
work during the 1913 season kept the 
Naps in the fight all the way and en- 
abled the club to clear something like 
$150,000. 
"Cy" Falkenberg was the hurler who 
kept the Naps in the 1913 pennant 
fight. 
He won the first ten games 


pitched and finished the season with 
an average near the top. Such work 
in Falkenberg's mind, and in that of 
every fair-minded fan, was deserving 
of a sizeable boost in pay. 


Did Falkenberg get it ? Nay, Nay. 


Somers instead of giving Falkenberg 
a boost of about $1500 a year, offered 
him an increase that amounted to 
about $1.53 a day, acording to Falken- 
berg and which statement Somers did 
not deny. 


Falkenberg, disgusted, jumped to 


the Feds. They made him an offer 
far in excess of that of Somers. They 
recognizer! worth and were willing to 
pay the full 
price. 
Falkenberg's 


heart had bepn in his work in Cleve- 
land. He would have preferred to re- 
main, and undoubtedly would have 
remained on the Naps' roster if Som- 
ers had offered 
him about $1,000 


more. But Somers didn't. He over- 
looked the fact that 
the 
Federal 


league was a haven for the under- 
paid stars. 


With Falkenberg on the firing line 


for Cleveland this year and pitching 
in anywhere near his 1913 form, the 
Naps now would be in a pennant fight 
instead of hopelessly in the rut. The 
deplorable weakness of its pitching 
staff has kept the Clevelanders in the 
cellar practically from the outset of 
the season. 
Outside of Gregg they 


haven't a dependable pitcher and the 
demoralized condition of the pitching 
staff has disheartened the entire team 
It has taken the fight and spirit out of 
them. They "have come to feel that no 
matter how brilliantly they field, no 
matter how terrific their hitting, the 
moundman cannot hold the opposition 
in check. 


If Falkenberg had been with the 


Naps, he would have been good for 
at least ten victories that have result- 
ed in defeats for the Naps. Manager 
Birmingham, with Falkenberg on his 
staff, wouldn't have to experiment so 
much. The result would have been 
that at least ten of the games that 
have been lost would have been -won 
by Falkenberg. 


Furthermore, if the Naps had won 


those ten games instead 
of losing 


them, it would have enthused instead 
of disheartened them. 
They would 


ha\e played better 
baseball fought 


harder, and no doubt, w ould have won 
at least six of the other games that 
they have thrown j\\a> b> indiffeient 
•woi k. 


Think of what a 
diiTeiencc this 


would have made to the Naps! July 5 
is regarded as the halfway mark in 
the baseball season. 
This year it 


found the Naps with a standing of 25 
games won and 46 lost, for a percent- 
age of .352. 


If Falkenberg had been with them 


and those 16 games had been won in- 
stead of being thrown away by mis- 
erable pitching and inconsistent, fea- 
turless playing, the standing of the 
Naps on July 5th would have been 41 
games won and 31 lost, for a percent- 
age of .569. This would have put 
them just a jump behind the league- 
leading Athletics—and with a fine 
chance for world's series honors. 


When a club is down in the race the 


turnstiles feel the effect. The attend- 
ance at most of the games in Cleve- j 
land this year has been the smallest | 
in the histoiy of big league baseball ' 
in the Ohio city. It is reported that i 
on many days the paid attendance had 
fallen below the 1,000 mark, and that ] 
one day it reached only 210. As a 
road attraction they are no better. 


What a different story might have 


been written had Somers offered Fal- 
kenberg a boost of $1500 or even of 
$1000 over his 1913 salary—a boost 
that he seemed to have earned.

trasted His servants with pounds and 
talents to use ID His absence and give 
ma account of at His return, and their, 
pooUion In His kingdom wtl! depend 
upon tbeir faithfulness in His absence. 


That tbe kingdom will come at His 


•cturn Is also plainly stated in Acts 
ZJU 21. where we read that the heavens 
feave received Him until the times of 
the restoration of all things of which 
the prophets have spoken. 


In the story of tbe talents in Matt. 


xxv. which should be studied with 
this lesson, there is also an account of 
the far country, tbe goods intrusted to 
tbe servants and the reckoning at the 
Master's return. 
While In each rec- 


ord we rend of pounds and talents 
given to His servants to use. we read 
that some- were wicked and slothful 
.and finally found tbeir place among 
tbe lost, so we must conclude that He 
Klves opportunity to all who profess 
to be His servants to prove whether 
they really are so or not. No real serv- 
-ant of His can ever be lost, though 
uoine may be saved ns by fire and have 
aro reward {John s. 28; I Cor. ill, 11-15). 


In the lesson on the pounds He gave 


•the same to each, but In that on the 
talents He gave according to their abil- 
ity, unto one five, to another two, to 
another one. The pound given to each 
may represent the Spirit given to every 
-one to profit withal (I Cor. xli, 7). Tbe 
Spirit spoke wondrously through Ba- 
laam, and we have no reason to doubt 
that Judas Iscarlot did not do wonders 
Hke the others, yet neither were true 
servants. The talents may refer to the 
special gifts of the Spirit, given vari- 
ously and In different measure, as He 
onay see fit il Cor. xil. 8-11).

AUTOMOBILE MONEY IS USED

Thoroughfare Between Clearfield Bor- 


ough and Glen Richey Being Given 
Attention—Activities of the High- 
way Department in Other Sections 
of the County—No Resurfacing at 
Present. 


Harrisburg, Ji»ly 25—The ten days 


that have passed since it was decided 
that the 
automobile license 
fund 


should be turned over "to the state 
highway department for maintenance 
and repair of roads have demonstrat- 
ed that the amount of work necessary 
to put the highways in good shape 
far exceeds expectations. Nearly 4000 
men have been laboring at top speed 
all over the state, and, while great im- 
provement has been noticed in the 
condition of the roads, officials of the 
state highways 
department assert 


that it will be several weeks before a 
general idea can be gained of the 
vast amount of work that is being 
done. The fiscal officers of the com- 
monwealth, after prolonged litigation 
in which they were defeated, agreed 
pay over to the state highway com- 
missioner 
the 
automobile license 


funds necessary to insure good roads 
throughout the state. The amount in- 
volved in the 1914 fund was approxi- 
mately $1,150,000 remained from the 
unexpended portion of the 1913 funds. 


No Resurfacing at Present. 


In view of the lateness of the sea- 


son and the vast amount of work to 
be done in filling up holes, cleaning 
out ditches, culverts, and gutters, and 
shaping up and rolling the higways, 
the state ighway department has de- 
cided not to begin resurfacing on 
state highways until the general con- 
dition of the roads has been improv- 
ed. A fact not generally understood 
is that the automobile license money 
is the only fund available for repair- 
ing, maintenance or construction of 
state highways. 
There is an unex- 


pended balance of about $25,000 for 
the maintenance and repair of state 
aid highways and the state highway 
department has heen working on these 
roads. 


From time to time additional au- 


thorizations will be made by the main- 
tenance division for repairs on these 
roads. On many of these state-aid 
highways the repairs are extensive, 
including resurfacing with bitumin- 
ous material and a practical recon- 
struction of the road to secure a bet- 
ter and more lasting highway. 


Work in Clearfield County. 


In the district comprising Centre, 


Clearfield, Clinton and Indiana coun- 
ties maintenance work aggregating 
$10,384.69 has been autho-ized to date 
this year. 
In Clearfield county $200 


is being expended in maintenance 
work extending from the borough line 
of Clearfield to the intersection of 
the road with Glen Richey. In Sandy 
township, Clearfield county, $200 was 
expended on the 12,300 feet of mac- 
adam road running from DuBois bor- 
ough to Brady township line, kn",wn 
as the Brady road. In Deoatur town- 
ship, Clearfield county, fe41.76 is need- 
ed for repairs on the 14,045 feet of 
macadam road commencing at JIo- 
5-hannon, near Philipsburg, and ex- 
tending out the old Erie pike to a 
point near Graham station, on the 
road to Blue Bal. The road running 
from Woodland,at Pennsylvania rail- 
road to Lawrence township, through 
Bradford township, Clearfield county, 
a distance of 21,352 feet of brick and

NAPS HANDICAPPED 


BY GREAT BLUNDER 


Refusal to Keep Falkenbmg on 


Pitching Staff is Costly 


<By International News Service.)

v New York, July 25—This is a story 
of how the 1914 pennant chances of 
the Cleveland American league team 
were practically wrecked by cupidity 
that resulted in saving about $1000. 


It is a story, too, of how Charles W. 


Somers, 
the 
Cleveland 
magnate, 


stands to suffer a loss of $100,000 
t hisseason instead of making a 
profit of from $100,000 to $300,000,all 
because he wanted to dole out a small 
reward to a pitcher whose brilliant 
work during the 1913 season kept the 
Naps in the fight all the way and en- 
abled the club to clear something like 
$150,000. 
"Cy" Falkenberg was the hurler who 
kept the Naps in the 1913 pennant 
fight. 
He won the first ten games 


pitched and finished the season with 
an average near the top. Such work 
in Falkenberg's mind, and in that of 
every fair-minded fan, was deserving 
of a sizeable boost in pay. 


Did Falkenberg get it ? Nay, Nay. 


Somers instead of giving Falkenberg 
a boost of about $1500 a year, offered 
him an increase that amounted to 
about $1.53 a day, acording to Falken- 
berg and which statement Somers did 
not deny. 


Falkenberg, disgusted, jumped to 


the Feds. They made him an offer 
far in excess of that of Somers. They 
recognizer! worth and were willing to 
pay the full 
price. 
Falkenberg's 


heart had bepn in his work in Cleve- 
land. He would have preferred to re- 
main, and undoubtedly would have 
remained on the Naps' roster if Som- 
ers had offered 
him about $1,000 


more. But Somers didn't. He over- 
looked the fact that 
the 
Federal 


league was a haven for the under- 
paid stars. 


With Falkenberg on the firing line 


for Cleveland this year and pitching 
in anywhere near his 1913 form, the 
Naps now would be in a pennant fight 
instead of hopelessly in the rut. The 
deplorable weakness of its pitching 
staff has kept the Clevelanders in the 
cellar practically from the outset of 
the season. 
Outside of Gregg they 


haven't a dependable pitcher and the 
demoralized condition of the pitching 
staff has disheartened the entire team 
It has taken the fight and spirit out of 
them. They "have come to feel that no 
matter how brilliantly they field, no 
matter how terrific their hitting, the 
moundman cannot hold the opposition 
in check. 


If Falkenberg had been with the 


Naps, he would have been good for 
at least ten victories that have result- 
ed in defeats for the Naps. Manager 
Birmingham, with Falkenberg on his 
staff, wouldn't have to experiment so 
much. The result would have been 
that at least ten of the games that 
have been lost would have been -won 
by Falkenberg. 


Furthermore, if the Naps had won 


those ten games instead 
of losing 


them, it would have enthused instead 
of disheartened them. 
They would 


ha\e played better 
baseball fought 


harder, and no doubt, w ould have won 
at least six of the other games that 
they have thrown j\\a> b> indiffeient 
•woi k. 


Think of what a 
diiTeiencc this 


would have made to the Naps! July 5 
is regarded as the halfway mark in 
the baseball season. 
This year it 


found the Naps with a standing of 25 
games won and 46 lost, for a percent- 
age of .352. 


If Falkenberg had been with them 


and those 16 games had been won in- 
stead of being thrown away by mis- 
erable pitching and inconsistent, fea- 
turless playing, the standing of the 
Naps on July 5th would have been 41 
games won and 31 lost, for a percent- 
age of .569. This would have put 
them just a jump behind the league- 
leading Athletics—and with a fine 
chance for world's series honors. 


When a club is down in the race the 


turnstiles feel the effect. The attend- 
ance at most of the games in Cleve- j 
land this year has been the smallest | 
in the histoiy of big league baseball ' 
in the Ohio city. It is reported that i 
on many days the paid attendance had 
fallen below the 1,000 mark, and that ] 
one day it reached only 210. As a 
road attraction they are no better. 


What a different story might have 


been written had Somers offered Fal- 
kenberg a boost of $1500 or even of 
$1000 over his 1913 salary—a boost 
that he seemed to have earned.
